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PREFACE 

This FrenchrEnglish and English-French 
Dictionary of Aviation consists of two word- 
lists: (1) a list of French words with their 
English equivalents, (2) a list of English 
words with their French equivalents. The 
headwords of each list are arranged alpha- 
betically. Phrases are alphabetized under 
the appropriate headwords. The vocabu- 
laries are somewhat meagre for so vast a 
subject. Compare the extensive vocabulary 
of my Dictionary of Aviation (1911). 

The pronunciation of the headwords is 
indicated by means of the World-Romic Sys- 
tem. The symbols used are: (1) phone-sym- 
bols, (2) pulse-marks, (3) length-marks.
